Bulk  supplies  are  afforded  to  the  Stfatford- upon -Avon  Rural 
District  Council  for  distribution  in  the  parishes  of  Clifford 
Chambers,  Luddington  and  Bishop  ton.  During  the  year  a  scheme  of 
main  laying  has  been  put  in  hand  by  the  Rural  District  Council 
which  will  enable  similar  bulk  supplies  to  be  distributed  in  a 
number  of  parishes  to  the  north,  of  the  Borough,  namely,  Sn  i tterf  ield, 
Bearley,  Pa  till  ow  and  Bishop  ton.  The  agreement  under  which  this 
bulk  supply  is  to  be  given  also  includes  provision  for  this  main 
laying  scheme  to  be  extended  to  the  parish  of  Wilmcote  in  the  area 
of  the  Alcester  Rural  District  Council.  This  supply  will  be 
available  to  consumers  during  September  1947  .  Arrangements  have 
also  been  made  for  a  similar  extension  of  water  mains  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Borough  for  the  provision  of  water  supplies  in  the 
patish  of  Aldermins ter  by  arrangement  with  the  Stratford-on-Avon 
Rural  District  Council.

The  following  parishes  experienced  shortages  of  water  during 
the  year:-

parish  showed  no  improvement.  Supplies  were  carted  to  tanks 
fixed  in  the  village  twice  weekly,  in  order  to  augment  the  supplies. 

The  scheme  for  taking  a  piped  supply  from  tie  Borough  of 
Stratford-on-AVon  through  tie  R.A.F.  Sta  tion  at  Ather  stone  is  now 
in  course  of  execution  and  it  is  hoped  that  standpipes  will  be 
available  in  the  early  part  of  the  IT  gw  Year. 

A  dm  in  g  ton.  The  fall  in  yield  from  tie  springs  at  Upper  Lark 

Stoke  caused  a  temporary  shortage  during  the  summer  months.  It 
was  found  necessary  to  replace  the  local  supply  by  drawing  from 
the  North  Co  tswold  source. 

LoxL  e.y.  The  spring  .which  normally  supplies  this  parish  fell 
considerably  during  tie  year  and  it  was  necessary  to  resort  to 
pumping  water  from  an  emergency  supply  derived  from  a  well  adjoining 

the  reservoir. 

Additional  supplies  were  obtained  from  the  borehole 
source,  although  no  great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  supplying

Hie  whole  of  the  supply  from  tiis  village  was  obtained 
from  the  high  level  tank  at  R.  A.E.  3  ta  tion ,  Sn  it  terf  ield.  '  Hie 
Northern  water  scheme  was  unable  to  supply  owing  to  failure  of  the 
Livefidge  Hill  reservoir. 

Hi  is  supply  is  drawn  from  the  Evesham 
Rural  District  source.  Some  shortage  was  experienced  during  the 
latter  part  of  die  year  and  restrictions  had  to  be  imposed. 

Extensions.  'The  work  of  laying  a  new  main  to  the  parish  of 
Aldermins tc-r  has  been  commenced  during  the  year.  Tlic  extension  of 
the  R.A.E.  scheme  at  Suit  tcrfield  to  supply  the  parish  of  Snitterfield 
and  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Old  Stratford  and  Drayton  and  Billesley 
has  also  be.en  commenced.

'Hie  27  pari  sixes  of  the  area  are  mainly  situated  on  the 
Lower  Ida  s  Clay  and  the  majority  of  die  villages  are  supplied 
with  spring  water  issuing  from  cappings  of  inferior  Oolite  on 
the  hills,  or  small  superficial  deposits  on  high  ground  in  the 
Middle  and  Unner  Lias.  The  small  township  of  Shipston-on- 
Stour  and  the  villages  of  Hinington,  Larches  ton  and  Yillington 
obtain  water  from  a  limestone  cap  at  Soring  ton  and  are  the-  only 
parishes  which  use  water  piped  in  from  outside  the  area. 

Excl  u  ding  the  Sh ip  s to n- on-  3  to  u  r  sy  s  tern  th  e  s uppl  ie  s  are 
very  small  and  incapable  of  serving  the  population  adequately. 

Hie  smll  piped  systems  feeding  to  standpipes  or  public  wells 
cannot  be  used  for  full  "water  laid  on  to  the  house"  schemes  and 
the  lack  of  water  for  agriculture  and  dairy  farming  is  most 
p  rono  unc  e  d. 

In  drought  periods  many  wells  and  put-1  io  supplies  run 
dry  or  yield  low  quantities  and  in  several  cases  water  has  to 
be  carted  to  tire  villages  each  year.  The  Council  have  had  the 
whole  question  under  review  for  some  time  and  die  Consulting 
Engineers  hove  advised  on  a  scheme  to  take  water  from  die  river 
Stour.  This- will  provide  for  a  £ull  supply  of  water  to  all 
parts  of  the  area  bo  th  for  domestic  and  agric  uL  tu  ral  needs* 

The  draft  of  this  scheme  is  now  deposited  with  die  Ministry  of 
Heal  th  , f o r  co ns  i de ra  ti  on. 

Yorks  of  impr  overmen  t  have  been  carried  out  during  the 
year  gtOxhill,  Brailes,  Tysoe  and  Shipscori.  Maintenance  of 
the  bid  systems  is  heavy  and  wasteful  and  every  effort  is  made 
to  keep  the  supplies  in  as  satisfactory  condition  as  is  possible, 
but  the  full  needs  cannot  be  met  until  a  new  source  of  v/ater 
is  located  or  the  river  Stour  used  and  a  complete  comprehensive 
sch erne  in  s,  tal  1  e  d. 

The  provision  of  sewers  and  methods  of  sewage  treatment 
in  the  area  leave  much  to  be-  desirc-d.-  The  township  of  Ships  ton- 
on- Stour  and  die  village  of  Honing  ton  alone  have  proper  sewers 
and  full  treatment  is  applied  only  at  Ships  ton-  on-  Stou  r ,  In 

the  remaining  villages  various  lengths  of ’sewers  have  been  laid 
with  a  vi  ew  to  incorporating  them  in  full  sewage  schemes  at  a 
later  date,  ar  existing  culverts  are  utilised  in  an  effort  t: 
reduce  nuisance.  Treatment  is  effected  by  septic  tanks  or  land 
irrigation  in  ditches  etc.  These  arc  kept  cleaned  out  and  iji 
good  condition.  During  the  year  additional  sections  of  sewers 
have  been  laid  at  Brailes  and  Butlers  Mare  ton. 

Hie  problem  o£  sewerage  disposal  is  difficult  on  account 
of  the  scat  ter  :d  nature  of  the  area,  but  the  C  unc  il  have 
i ’s  true  ted  the  ir  Consulting'  Engineers  to  prepare  reports  upon 
the  subject  as  a  whole  and  to  submit  proposals  for  the  proper 
sewering  of  the  entire  rural  district,  either  by  individual 
village  systems  or  by  the  grouping  of  villages  where  th;  geo- 
g r a’pi.i ic a  1  condi ti o n s  p e rm i t.

The  supply  of  water,  to  the  piped  area  during  the 
year  varied  somewhat  in  quantity.  The  Bidfordand  Salford 
areas  were  well  supplied,  but  owing  to  the  large  consumption 
at'Studley  the  4"  main  supplying  this  village  i§  inadequate 
to  convey  all  the  water  the  village  requires  and  'there  is  lack 
of  pressure  during  die  times  of  maximum  demand.  In  a  number 
of  instances  upstairs  lavatories  were  unable  to  be  flushed. 

A  scheme  of  augmentation  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Consulting 
Engineers  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  area  supplied  by  the  Ale  ester  Waterworks  Company, 
including  Alcestcr,  Great  Alne  and  Arrow,  is  satisfactory  in 
quan  t  i  ty  an  d  qual  i  ty . 


Wilmco  tc.  '  During  the  year  under  review  the  new 
mains  for  a  supply  from  die  Borough  of  Stratford-on-Avon,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Stratford-on-Avon  Rural  District  Council, 
were  in  course  of  construction.  This  area  is  very  badly  off 
for  water  both  in  quantity  and  quality.
